The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) has a major 
construction project planned for a 
section of US-27 this year: resurfac- 
ing almost 10 miles of the roadway 
starting in the spring of 2000. 

The section of US-27 to be 
worked on runs from South Higgins 
Lake Road north to I-75. MDOT’s 
plans include crushing and shaping 
the road and overlay, a $6 million 
job.

Engineer Scott Thayer of MDOT’s 
Grayling Transportation Service 
Center met with the Road 
Commission Board to discuss ways 
to deal with further deterioration of 
the alternate routes due to the prob- 
able increase in traffic, specifically 
with regard to Military Road. 

The widening of I-75 from the 
south Grayling exit to Four Mile 
Road last summer resulted in more 
wear on Military Road, since it was 
utilized as an alternate route in that

P Board opts to go 
with crushing and 
shaping, not overlay

After a thorough discussion of the 
matter last week, the Road 
Commission Board decided to pro- 
ceed with the Old 27 project as pre- 
sented by Northwest Design Group, 
the Road Commission's engineer- 
ing firm. The project will be sub- 
mitted for bids through the state, 
and should be let in March of this 
year.

Old 27 project to be submitted for bids 


Design discussed two key issues 
with regard to the project: the 
method of reconstruction. and the 
resulting road width following the 
resurtacing work. 

The $800.000 project. which 
received $650,000 in state and fed- 
eral funding through the Road 
Commission's eitght-county Task 
Force meeting, was engineered by 
NDG to be a crushing and shaping 
operation, which involves using 
machinery to chew up the existing 
pavement and compacting it to cre- 
ate a base. then paving over that 
base. 

Board Vice-Chairman Robert 
Nelson disagreed with Northwest 
Design Group’s evaluation of the 


New law helps satellite customers with local signals

Slowly, but surely, 18-inch satel- 
lite dish subscribers were losing 
their viewing power because local 
broadcast network affiliates fought 
to keep distant signals, from places 
like New York City, out of northern 
Michigan and other places across 
the country. A new law should help 
restore the lost signals. 

Local station owners complained 
they were losing advertising dollars 
because viewers were choosing to 
watch ABC, NBC, CBS and FOX 
network programming originating 
from outside the local market. 

Many people in Crawford 
County, and elsewhere, felt some 
frustration when their satellite chan- 
nels began to dwindle away because 
local station owners claimed their 
signals were strong enough to pro- 
vide a quality picture to even the 
most remote locations and present- 
ed a “scientific study” to a Florida 
judge in 1998, who agreed with the 
study, and instituted the black-outs 
in areas throughout the country. 

The study took into consideration 
such things as the curvature of the 
earth and signal strength. What the 
study could not possibly reveal with 
any amount of accuracy was the dif- 


ferent terrain, forested areas and 
weather conditions at any given 
time in all areas affected by the 
decision. 

In the heart of Crawford County, 
even with a good rooftop antenna 
equipped with a booster, most local 
stations fail to provide the same 
high-quality picture provided by a 
satellite signal, so Congress went to 
work on finding a fair solution to 
the problem nationwide. 

In late 1999, the U.S. House of 
Representatives passed H.R. 1554, 
the Satellite Copyright, 
Competition, and Consumer 
Protection Act. Michigan’s District 
4 Representative Dave Camp said 
he was proud to cast his vote in 
favor of this bill. He said the bill 
was added to the year end govern- 
ment spending bill and was signed 
into law November 29, 1999. 

In a letter from Camp’s office, 
dated January 5, he explains: 

“The new law allows satellite 
television companies to carry local 
stations, ensuring satellite broad- 
casters and cable providers evenly 
compete for consumers’ business. 
Previously, satellite broadcasters 
could only send networks such as 
ABC, NBC, CBS and FOX from 
distant cities like New York.

“In real terms. this law means that 
in the future. consumers will be able 
to receive not only the major net- 
work stations. which many satellite 
dish owners had switched off in 
recent months, but also your local 
news and information. 

“In addition, the law also ensures 
subscribers who have recently lost 
signals, or were about to lose their 
signals. will continue to receive net- 
work signals on their dishes. 

“Lastly, consumers who do not 
currently receive local broadcast 
signals can request and reccive 
timely consideration tor a waiver so 
that they receive distant signals.” 

When and if local broadcast affil- 
iates in northern Michigan will 
choose to provide satellite signals 
for dish subscribers is not known 
and the law only guarantees timely 
consideration of a waiver request. 
Satellite providers, such as 
DIRECTV, have provided waiver 
request forms to their customers, 
but a waiver can be requested by 
writing a letter to the local station 
affiliates, then sending it by cither 
regular mail or e-mail. 

If waivers are granted, satellite 
customers can expect to again be 
charged for receiving the network 
broadcast signals.

still no suspect

Grayling High School students 
Were inconvenienced once again by 
the scrawlings of what school offi- 
cials and the sheriff are calling a 
bomb threat. 

The threat to “blow up” the 
school was discovered on Tuesday. 
January 4 in the same boys” bath- 
room (near the school’s main 
office) where a threat was written 
last spring. This time, the culprit 
wrote on the inside of a stall instead 
of on the wall. 

Crawford County Sheriff David 
Lovely said his department will 
continue to follow up on the many 
tips he has received and hopes the 
$1,000 reward offered by the 
Crawford AuSable School District 
will bring forward solid information 
that will lead to the arrest and con- 
viction of the individual who 
caused the entire school district to 
close for a day as a precautionary 
measure. Michigan State Police 
bomb-sniffing dogs were brought in 
and the entire student body went 
through metal detectors and a 
search of their belongings when

Stupak helps write bill to regulate 
Internet prescription drug sales 


U.S. Representative Bart Stupak 
(D-Menominee). who co-authored 
legislation that would regulate sales 
of prescription drugs over the 
Internet. welcomed the involvement 
of the Clinton Administration in the 
battle to protect consumers using 
this method to make their purchas- 
es. 

H.R. 2763, introduced in August 
1999 and co-sponsored by Rep. Ron 
Klink (D-Penn.) requires Web phar- 
macies to list the licenses of phar- 
macists, the doctor prescribing the 
drugs. the address and phone num- 
ber of the physical location of phar- 
macies. and the states that license 
the pharmacies and physicians. 

The Clinton Administration Jast 
week announced a new initiative 
that would permit the Food and 


Drug Administration (FDA) to 
begin checking hundreds of on-line 
companies for potential drug sale 
fraud. 

“I welcome the involvement and 
support of the administration in 
addressing this issue,” Stupak said. 
“The Internet contains countless 
Sites that are peddling drugs with 
very little, if any, verification of pre- 
scription or health needs of con- 
sumers. There is no way to tell 
whether the site is operated by legit~ 
imate licensed pharmacists or if 
there is even a medical doctor who 
teviews the application for the 
drugs.”

As part of a coutnuing effort to 
maintain the values of Mercy Health 
Services, employees are sometimes 
asked to give of themselves in vari- 
ous ways to help those less fortu- 
nate. Recently. a request from 
Mercy International Health Services 
for a surgical team led to an experi- 
ence of a lifetime for three Grayling 
Mercy Hospital medical profession- 
als. 

Late in September 1999, Dr. 
Angus Goetz (an orthopedic sur- 
geon), Dr. Felix Winkler (an anes- 
thesiologist), and JoeHe Sherman, 
RN, BSN, along with eight other 
medical professionals from around 
the country, departed fora 12-day 
medical excursion to the northeast- 
ern state of Rio Grande De Norte in 
Brazil. 

The first city visited, Natal, has. a 
population of about 750,000. While 
the second stop, a city called 
Mossoro, has a population of about 
250,000. 

The team worked with local 
Brazilian physicians and hospital 

- Staff, treating cases that were identi- 
fied as special needs. Each day, the 
team started early in the morning 
and worked until late in the evening 
evaluating patients, and performing 
surgeries. 

“At times we were so busy, ‘that 
Dr. Winkler went back and forth 
between two patients.” said Nurse 
Sherman. “The same thing was truce 
of the nurses.” 

The team, consisting of one ortho- 
pedic surgeon, one general surgeon, 
one plastic surgeon. two anesthesiol- 
ogists, and five nurses, performed 
approximately 160 surgeries in the 
12-day period. Patients were treated 
for various types of injuries and ili- 
nesses including: trauma re-con- 
struction, pediatric orthopedics, cleft 
palette and lips, clubfeet, and hernia

Follow the Doctor’s Advice 

Question: My husband, who has 
high blood pressure. high choles- 
terol, and various other problems, 
always goes to the doctor for an 
annual physicaJ. Then he doesn’t 
follow the doctor's advice. I think 
this is a serious problem. Am I 
right? Signed: Worried wife 

Answer: This is a serious prob- 
lem nationwide. It is estimated that 
more than half of all Americans 
with chronic diseases don’t follow 
their doctor's recommendations on 
medication and lifestyle changes - 
with some serious complications. 
Nine in ten patients take their medi- 
cines incorrectly and 66% fail to 
take some or all of their medica- 
tions. This widespread failure to fol- 
low “docior’s orders” results in tens 
of thousand of deaths each year and 
nearly $100 billion spent unneces- 
sarily on medical costs and fost 
work days. When patients comply 
with their doctor's recommenda- 
tions. they live a longer. healthier 


life and have more money to spend 
on other things. $37 billion in hospi- 
tal costs are directly attributed to 
patients failure to follow doctor’s 
advice.

Growing Christian Persecution 


The South China Morning Post 
reported on 12/27/99 that six under: 
ground Protestant church Jeaders were 
sentenced to re-education through 
labour on charges they used “evil cults” 
to undermine the law. The six were sen- 
tenced by Nanyang police and escorted 
to a labour camp in Yuyang City. The six 
were among about 40 chureh leaders 
who held a conference to discuss: the 
future of Christianity in China, While 
the Chinese constituvon like the consti 
tution of the old U.S.S.R. promises reli- 
gious freedom. the government requires 
Christians to worship at officially regis- 
tered churches and those whe go under- 
ground into “house churches” are 
harassed and imprisoned. There is worry 
that the government will brand all nor- 
mal Christian churches that are reluctant 
to toe the Communist fine as “evil cults” 
and persecute their leaders, 

Closer to home. Canadian Christians 
Canada’s national 
anthem, “Oh, Canada.” asks God to keep 
the country “glorious and free.” Yet. the 
Canadian government through the courts 
are ruling against Christians on every 
turn, Christians who sued over school 
text books which portrayed homosexual 
relationships favorably, faced a judge 
whe ruled that their objection was unac- 
ceptable because it was based on reli- 
gious belief. A court in British Columbia 


ure in erisis also. 


has dechired laws against child pornog- 
taphy to be unconstitutional. And the 
Canadian Supreme Court has redefined 
“spouse” to include homosexual unions. 
These antichristian decisions are making 
Canadian Christians who stand up for 
the Bible to be Jaw breakers. 

One example of the growing prob- 
lems is printer Scott Brockie. a Christian 
who refused to print material for the 
Canadian Gay and Lesbian Archives on 
religious grounds, Brockie was hauled 
before the Ontario Human Rights 
Commission and ordered to pay the gay 
man making the request five-thousand 
doHars tor violating his human rights. 
Brockie refused to pay the fine and is 
appealing. Brockie said, “Whiat is so dis- 
tressing is that Canada is making perver- 
sion normal. We're saying that that's 
okay. and all the morals and all the foun- 
dations that this country was built on are 
being thrown aside.”

Vigilance on the part of women 
about early detection through cervi- 
cal cancer screening is crucial 
because cervical cancer, caught 
early, is nearly 100 percent curable. 

Cervical cancer is one of the most 
common forms .of cancer world- 
wide, and one of the: most pre- 
ventable and treatable." The 


American Cancer Society (ACS) 
estimates 12,800 cases of invasive 
cervical cancer will be diagnosed in 
the United States in: 1999 and about 
4,800 women wili die from the dis- 
ease. The ACS reports between 60 
and 80 percent of American women 
with newly diagnosed invasive cer- 
vical cancer have not had a pap 
smear in the past five years, some 
may have never had one. 

Lack of health insurance has been 
found to be a barrier for women in 
getting their annual Pap smear test.
